The President’s Report. 


bathers and Brethren Through the kindness and mercy of our heavenly 
Father, we are permitted to meet in this Thirty-fourth Annual Convention of 
our Synod. We have reason to be grateful to God for the many blessings 
received during the year. Though not so large a measure of material pros- 
perity has been given to our land, owing to the long-continued dry weather, 
yet we all have more than enough of the good things of life. The first year of 
the new century has been hlled with events calculated to divert the minds of men 
from the word of God and the work of the Church.

VACANCIES, 


The following pastorates are now without regular pastors : 

Vinland, Lawrence, Banner City, Leavenworth, and Minneapolis. 

Vinland is being supplied by Rev. R. B. Whitehall, of Kansas City, Me. 

Lawrence is taking steps to get a pastor, and we trust a man will soo be 
on the ground. 

Leavenworth was supplied for three months by Mr. Koy Badger, a student 
in the Western Theological Seminary, and is now being cared for by the 
students of the same institution. The membership has been greatly reduced 
during the past year on\account of internal dissensions, and the property has 
been sold at sheriff's sale. The sale took place on the 5th of August, the judg- 
ment against it amounting to $4700.00. The congregration has a year apd a 
half from the date of sale in which to redeem it, but they are too weak to do 
it. Unless some outside aid is given, the property will be lost. 

Minneapolis, Kan. ‘The country congregation of this charge has been pap-

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plied for some time by Rev._]. F. Scherer, but ng services have been held in 
the city. The town congregation seems to be father indifferent, and little 
satisfaction can be obtained by correspondence. We can only hope that they 
will get more anxious for pastoral services, and ca-operate with the resident 
of Synod in getting them a suitable man. 
Banner City. This congregation has but two families left in it, and they 
do not feel able to pay for the services of a pastor. The outlook is not at all 
bright, and we question whether we should continue the congregation on the 
roll of Synod. The other congregation of the Banner City charge, St. James, 
is now being served by Kev. Dr. Bergstresser, wha is living in Abilene, Kan. 
This veteran worker has also gone to Manchester, thirteen miles away, and 
revived the work there. Regular services are how being held every two 
weeks, the property repaired and beautified, and the prospects for our congre- 
gation there are brighter than for years. These congregations will all be 
referred to a Committee on Vacancies, and they can no doubt recommend a 
re-arrangement of the charge to meet the present need of the held. 


DEDICATIONS., 


Lawrence, Kan, Our congregation in Lawrente built an addition to their 
church, which was dedicated on the 4th of November, 1900. The addition is 


almost as large as the main building, being 30 x 40 feet in size. It is built of 


white trimmed stone, the same as the other part of the church. The new 
reom is divided into two departments, the one for the advanced pupils of the 
Sunday school, the other for pastor's study and Bible class work. The base 
ment is fitted up for the infant department. The whole building is finished in 
hard pine, and by folding doors is made to open imto the main auditorium, ~ 
that together the rooms will give seating for about oo people. 

The old building has also been remodeled and newly furnished with heavy 
oak pews, new carpet and new paper. The total dost of these improvements 
amounted to $2750.00. Of this amount only a small sum was needed on day 
of dedication, which was soon raised, and a fund started toward securing a lot 
for a parsonage. | 

The pastor, Kev. W. E. Brehm, though working under tremendous difh- 
culties on account of sickness in his home, met with splendid success, and can 
feel well repaid for all his labor. The day for the |dedicatory services was an 
ideal one, and great crowds flocked to the house of God. : 

Those taking part in the services were Rev. B. Barnitz, Rev. 
J. A. Clutz, D. D., Rev. F. D. Altman, D. D., Rev. M. F. Troxell, D. D.., 
and the President of the Synod. 

Our work in this important city is slowly but indy coming to the front. It 
the members of the church and the Lutherans coming to the city to educate 
their children at the State University will be loyal to the church of their 
fathers, we will have a large congregation there in the near future. Since

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writing the above we have learned that a lot adjoining the church has been 
bought and paid for, for a parsonage. | 

Jerice, Me, The St. James’ Congregation, in Barton County, Mo., a part 
of the Jerico charge, dedicated a neat house of worship to the worship of the 
Triune God on November t1th, 1900. Kev. S. B. Barnitz, D. D., Secretary 
of the Board of Home Missions, preached the sermons, and the pastor, Kev. }. 
Angus Lowe, officiated in the formal act of dedication. The church building 
is of frame, 24 x 36 feet in size, with belfry and bell. The actual cost in cash 
was only $600.00. But into the, structure went much labor and sacrifice. 
This people have had a trying experience, but have been faithful and loynl 
to the church through all their discouragements, and are to-day rejoicing in the 
results of their faithful living and giving. At the dedicatory services severm! 
young people were received into membership by confirmation, and a number 
of others asked to be received. 

We have learned indirectly that the Bethel congregation of this charge hires 
bought a half interest in the Baptist Church in Jerico. We are glad of this 
forward step of this congregation. Both congregations of this charge have naw 
suitable houses of worship. 

Eureka, Aan. After being entirely remodeled, enlarged and beautitierl, 
our church in Eureka, Kan., was re-dedicated on the 18th day of August, 
1901. We have now the tinest church building im the city. 

An addition was built on the south side, into which has been moved the 
pulpit, pipe organ, and choir loft, and the seats arranged in semicircular order 
around them. This arrangement gives greater seating capacity and brings the 
pastor nearer to his audience. .\ partition was thrown across the east end of 
the old auditorium, and two Sunday school rooms formed, both of which gan 
be opened when necessary by sliding doors into the main room. The former 
entrance in the centre of the west end has been closea, and a large memorial 
window inserted in its place. A tower has been built on the corner, through 
which entrance is now made into the auditorium. The interior has been 
papered and painted in beautiful colors, and the exterior also given a few 
coats of paint. 

The building will now accommodate about 400 people, and was completely 
filled for the service of dedication. ‘The pastor was assisted in the dedicatery 
services by the President of the Synod. 

The cost of these improvements was $1200.00, all of which has been 
provided for and the most of it paid in. We extend most hearty congratu- 
lations to our people in Eureka on the success of this undertaking. 


CHURCH DEBTS PAID. 


We are glad to report that during the year word has come that a number of 
our churches have paid a part or all of their debts. 1 take pleasure tn report: 
ing the following :

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Hays City, Kan. This mission has paid back to the Board of Church Ex. 
tension $375.00, leaving only a smal! debt of $125.00 on their property. 

Wellington, Kan. We are glad to say that during the year this mission 
paid back the last $500.00 of their debt, leaving this mission entirely free of 
debt. 

Atchison, Kan. This mission has reduced its bonded indebtedness by 
$700.00. At the present rate of payment the mission wil! be entirely free of 
debt in a few years. 

Xausas City, Mo. The First Church, of Kansas City, has paid off about 
$1000.00 of its floating indebtedness. It is still bearing a very heavy burden, 
but is in better condition financially than for many years. 

Barnes, Kan. This mission has freed itself of debt by paying off the last 
$200.00 recently. 

Hutchinson, Kan. This mission has paid off the last $250.00 of its 
interest-bearing debt, that has been a menace to the work for years. 

lofeka, Aan. This church has not paid off old debts, but has made 
improvements to the extent of over $500.00. 

We rejoice in the activity shown by our churches along this line, and pray 
that the spirit of debt-paying may become contagious. | have no doubt 
but that others have paid, but which were not reported to me. 


CONFERENCES. 


The Eastern Conference held no meeting during the year, chiefly because 
no invitation was extended by any congregation to meet in their midst. The 
Southern Conference met in Whitewater, but the inclemency of the weather 
kept most of the brethren away, and those who did go could scarcely reach 
the church on account of the continued down-pour of rain. The North- 
western Conference met in the New Cambria charge and had a_ profitable 
meeting. It was my privilege to be present, and never have | attended 
a better meeting of Conference. I understand special services were continued 
after the meeting, the pastor being assisted by Rev. Ritter, of Chapman, and 
that great spiritual good came to the congregation. The Minutes, according 
to custom, will be presented for review. 


NEW WORK, 
We are glad to report that an effort has been made to begin the work 
in Oklahoma, and that a man is now there who has begun to gather together 


~a congregation in Oklahoma City. We leave it for the Advisory Committee to 


report the plans and progress of the work at this time. But we rejoice that a 
beginning has been made, which can be made a success if the enthusiasm 
shown last year in the enterprise is put this coming year into practical form. 
The missionary, Rev. R. H. Williams, is among us, and at the proper time 
can give us all the information needed. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


October 20th, 1900, I received a communication from the Council of the 

‘irst Lutheran Church of Kansas City, Mo., saying that they would comph 
with the request of Synod in the matter of withdrawing their protest against 
the reception of Grace Lutheran Church of Kansas City, Mo., into this body 
as soon as Grace Lutheran Church had removed from their present location 
and had complied with the suggestion or resolution of Synod. In the matter 
of charges which they had made relative to conspiracy being formed against 
the First Lutheran Church of Kansas City, they believed the charges to be 
based on facts, and so could not conscientiously withdraw them. Since then 
nothing hasbeen done by either party interested in the matter, so far as I have 
learned, and the matter is left in the hands of Synod for further settlement. 

The division of the Perth and Wellington charge, which was recommended 
last year, has been accomplished. Perth has called Rev. W. A. Livers, who 
assumed charge August Ist. Rev. E. E. Stauffer remained with the Welling 
ton congregation as pastor. We are glad that two men are now on this 
territory, and believe that the development of the work will justify the 
division. 

Ellsworth, Aan. March Ist, 1901, the few remaining members of this con- 
gregation met and instructed the trustees to deed the property to the Board of 
Church Extension, and passed a resolution saying that under the circum- 
stances they did not deem it wise to continue the work in that community. 
The congregation has not been reported to Synod fora number of years, bat, 
being once a part of this body, I thought it proper to make mention of this 
action to Synod. 

We have made every effort possible to get men for our vacant fields, 
but have not been successful in every case. We must deplore the too frequent 
changes among the ministry. There are but three active pastors in our Synod 
who have been in their present fields of labor over five years. Some charges 
have a wrong idea of the pastoral relation, and they want a change every few 
years. Some ministers, for the sake of lighter work, or for *‘ filthy lucre’s 
sake,’’ are ever on the lookout for a new field of labor. The restlessness 
among the ministers is astonishing and alarming. We need a more settled 
ministry if we are ever to succeed in bringing our Church to the front in this 
territory. 

Since coming to Synod I have learned that on the evening of October 14th, 
as the shades of night were gathering around the earth, the soul of our 
brother and father, Rev. P. S. Nellis, took its flight to the home beyond. 
After a lang life spent in the Master's service, full of good deeds, he entered 
into the reward promised the faithful. 1 trust that suitable action will be 
taken by Synod showing our respect for this aged servant of God. 

April 13th, 1901, Mrs. Jacoby, wife of our pastor in Sedalia, Mo., 
entered into rest eternal. She had come but a short time before to her wew 
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home, and was hardly permitted to get acquainted with the members of the 
church, until she was called into her heavenly home. Much needed in home 
and charch, we cannot understand her untimely death, and can only bow in 
submission to the will of our heavenly Father. Suitable resolutions will be 
passed, we trust, some time during this meeting of Synod conveying to this 
brother our sympathy in this season of sorrow. 

On the toth of September, 1901, Rev. and Mrs. L. C. Groseclose, of 
Eureka, celebrated their fiftieth wedding anniversary. A reception was ten. 
dered them by the members of our church in that city. So rare an occurrence 
is this, that we wish to make mention of it here, and offer to these aged ser. 
vants of God the hearty congratulations of the Synod on the privilege of 
spending fifty years of their earthly pilgrimage together. May the Lord bless 
them and sustain them in their old age. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. That pastors and congregations report to the President of Synod al! 
matters of importance and interest pertaining to their work. In many cases 
the only source of information the President has is the Church press. 

2. That a copy of our Constitution be sent to each new member of the Synod 
by the Secretary of Synod, so that he can familiarize himself with the rules and 
regulations of this body, 

3. That a Committee on Claims be appointed each year by the President to 
whom all bills against the Synod be presented, and that such committee 
report to Synod each year, and the Treasurer be authorized to pay only such 
bills as have been ordered by the Synod. 

4. That the Synod elect two new Trustees and one member of the Bene 
ficiary Committee, to take the place of those whose terms expire. 


REPORT ON THE STATE OF RELIGION, 


It is exceedingly difficult to make a report on the State of Keligion in any 
congregation, and more so on that of a combined number of congregations. 
Religion is a matter of the heart. It is an inside experience. Its manifesta 
tions are so varied in character that what we may consider evidence of deep 
piety may be only the outward manifestation of a disposition not renewed by 
divine grace. On the other hand, under an apparently indifferent exterior may 
be a heart beating warmly with the love of Jesus. We cannot, nor dare we, 
be judges of each other. 

The Searcher of all hearts knows us. But there are certain evidences of a 
renewed life which we may reasonably look for. One of these és affendan:« 
on divine worship and a faithful use of the means of grace. \udging from 
the reports sent me, | can say that the attendance at the house of God is grow 
ing in most communities where our churches are located. No pastors report 
a falling off, but many speak hopefully of the large increase in jsttendance. 
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All but five of the pastors testify that the members are faithful in the use of 
the means of grace. ne sign of a healthy church life is the fact that the 
pastors report on an average that 66 per cent. of the children of their families 
attend the regular services. This is the hope of our Church. To train and 
guide the feet of these young people into paths of righteousness is our task. 
Save the children for Christ, and the Church of the future is safe. \ nother 
encouraging feature of our work is the report that fully 20 per cent. of those 
attending divine services are non-believers. Our brethren here have a 
splendid opportunity to win souls from sin. ‘The first work is to get men to 
hear the Gospel. ‘* Faith cometh by hearing,’ and we may reasonably 
expect conversions if men are willing to hear the Word. We rejoice to report 
that in seven of our churches special services of an evangelistic character were 
held, resulting in a goodly number of conversions and additions to the Church. 
Another evidence of spiritual life is the maintenance of a live prayer meet 
ing. (rod’s people are naturally drawn to the place of prayer, and we are 
glad to report that all our congregations, except six, maintain meetings for 
prayer the year around. In many of them two such meetings are held each 
week. And we rejoice to know from the testimony of the pastors that on an 
average over 40 per cent. of their members attend these meetings. If ** the 
effectual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much,’’ can we not expert 
great things from the volume of prayer going up from our people from week 
to week ? 
FAMILY WORSHIP, 

While our pastors testify to the faithfulness on the part of the parents 
in giving their children to God in baptism, and declare that they strive to im 
press the value of home training and spiritual nurture on the members, yet 
with many there seems to be a doubt about family worship being held in the 
homes of their people. I believe we are not justified in saying that this good 
practice is dying out with our people, but there are certainly many families in 
which no worship is enjoyed. We want to make our people feel that giving 
their children to God in baptism and sending them to the Sunday school for 
instruction does not end their religious obligations to them. The Church was 
born in the home, and should always be kept there. . Parents, by example as 
well as precept, should try to nourish and strengthen the divine life in the sou! 
of the child, They are more responsible for the child's salvation than anyone 
else, and so should take the child daily to the throne of grace. (ur pastors 


should not only urge this duty upon the members, but suggest such books of 


devotion suitable to home worship as will aid the parents tn setting up and 
maintaining the family altar. 
Among the great agencies for developing the religious life of the young 
is the 
SUNDAY SCHOOL. 
Our schools are doing splendid work for the Church. All the sehéols but 
two are open the entire year, and all schools that are Lut h are using the 
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Augsburg Lesson Helps. Perhaps not as many of the older members of the 
church are in the school, owing to a lack of knowledge of the object of the 
school, but very few of our children are out. 

A large number of children from non-Christian homes are attending, thus 
giving our teachers and officers opportunity to get the Gospel into these 
homes. Our children are being trained to give to the benevolent objects of 
the Church through the observance of the days set apart by the General 
‘Synod, and thus we are preparing a generation of workers that Jought to be 
more efficient than the present. 

It is to be regretted that the Catechism lesson is neglected ' sO many 
schools, when it could so easily be taught, thus aiding our pastors in their 
work of catechisation, which we as a Church regard as the very best means of 
preparing the young for membership in the Church. 

BENEVOLENCE. | 

(Jur congregations are growing more and more systematic in thei giving, and 
most of the pastors report the spirit of benevolence growing among their 
people. I have not seen the Report of the Treasurer, but would) judge from 
the reports on the growing spirit of benevolence that the ae tt are much 
larger than ever before. 

The tone of the reports sent to me are so hopeful that we ought to 
take courage and joyfully go on in our work. May our people continue to 
grow in grace and the knowledge of Jesus daily, until they oe the full 
stature of manhood in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

And now, brethren, thanking you for the uniform kindness ahd courtesy 
shown me during the past year, I return to you the trust given me one year 
ago. The Lord grant us a profitable mecting. I

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 


We have been properly. recognized. Your clerical delegate attended the 
meeting of the Board of Trustees and was installed as a member of that body. 

The review of a year’s work by the Board in June brought out interesting 
facts which indicate hopeful progress. The College year, 1900-1901, opened 
with a largely increased enrollment, forty new students having been added. 
We learn now that the present year has opened with a larger enrollment than 
ever at the beginning of the College year. 
_ The completion of a beautiful addition to Oak Hall not only affords added 
comforts for the Oak Hall students, but also relieves the cramped condition of 
the musical and scientific departments. 

Midland has entered upon the fifteenth year of its history, and it is timely

now to reflect upon the question, to what extent has the College fulfilled the 
hopes of its founders ? } 

While our College is a non-sectarian institution of higher education, and 
has maintained a high standard along these lines, nevertheless the object of 
the founders was to prepare a ministry ** On the field for the field."’ This is 
the point which especially interests the Kansas Synod. Twelve of the regu- 
lar graduates of the College have entered the Lutheran ministry, and of these 
eight are now located on this territory. Fourteen others, graduates of the Semi- 
nary, but not of the College, are now among our pastors ; most of these have 
taken some College work.. About thirty-eight per cent. of the active pastors 
of the Kansas Synod have been either wholly or in part educated at Midland 
and the Westen Theological Seminary. 

There are at present sixteen young men in the Seminary and pine in the 
College, including two in the Senior Preparatory Class, who are preparing for 
the Gospel ministry in our beloved Church. 


MIDLANDS NEEDS, 


Among the more pressing necds are; First, the loyal support of all General 
Synod Lutherans upon our territory ; second, a larger enrollment of students ; 
third, one or two more professors ; fourth, money, the special need being the 
payment of the debt incurred by the erection of the addition to Oak Hall. 
The amount of that debt is $1650.00. 

The latest Catalogue enumerates among the needs a recitation hall and 
chapel, a library building and a science hall. 


SOLICTTOR, 


The splended progress made in the matter of enrollment and improvements 
in buildings indicate the wisdom of the Board of Trustees in creating the office 
of Solicitor, and -indicates that no mistake has been made in the selection of 
Rev. J. N. Lentz to fill that position. He has been eminently successful in 
his work, and merits the co-operation of all who are interested in Midland.

Your Committee to whom was referred item (¢c) from the Report of the 
Committee on Minutes of Last Meeting would submit the following : 

We all acknowledge the fact that Kansas City is a field abundantly large 
enough for three Lutheran congregations, and not only for the sake of peace 
and harmony among the pastors and congregations, but for the welfare and 
growth of these congregations, and thus for the interests of the whole Church, 
these congregations should not occupy what is practically the same territory. 
It was on the basis of this idea that the Synod took its action last year. Ac- 
cording to that action this Synod now stands in duty bound to protect the 
peace, welfare, and interests of the First Church of Kansas City as having 
prior right to that particular territory where located. 

Rev. J. M. Cromer has labored in Kansas City for years. In the face ot 
difficulties, trials, and obstacles, he persevered, and gave loyul, faithful ser. 
vice to the church of which he was pastor. Honor and praise belong to him 
for this. In any work that he may do in the future for the welfare of the 
Church, our best wishes and prayers shall go with him, for we are brethren. 
Our present recommendation is not one concerning men, but justice and right 
and the general welfare of our Church. 

As Rev. J. M. Cromer is now serving a congregation known as Grace |.u- 
theran Church, not connected with this Synod, and in immediate territory of 
First Church, we therefore recommend that, in accordance with the spirit of 
the action taken by Synod last year, that Rev. J. M. Cromer be instructed to 
remove from his present base of operations by August Ist, 1902, and that 


meanwhile he be required to report progress once a month to the President of 
Synod. 
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In case such removal has not been effected at the time specified, the Secre 
tary of Synod is hereby instructed to prefer charges against Rev. J. M. 
Cromer, so that he may be dealt with according to the Formula for the Gov 
ernment and Discipline of our Church.

The President in his report gave considerable information about the condi 
tion of the churches in our Synod, and it is not necessary to repeat those state 
ments. 

Lawrence will not ask for further aid. 

Arrangements were completed for effecting the division of the Wellington 
pastorate, and it was made July Ist, 1901. With the additional appropriation 
of $100.00, two pastors are now being sustained, one at Wellington and an 
other at Perth. 

A number of our missions made payments upon old obligations during the 
year, and have exhibited commendable zeal in having the Lord’s house free 
from any encumbrance. 

St. Joseph not only greatly reduced its mortgage debt, but raised a purse 
and sent the faithful and tired pastor and his family on a month's vacation to 
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the mountains to recuperate. Such thoughtful and praiseworthy efforts deserve 
mention and are to be commended and encouraged. 

Your committee was authorized to search out at least one promising field for 
the founding of a mission and the planting of a church in some adjacent terri- 
tory during the Synodical year, to be known as the Twentieth Century Mis. 
sion of the Synod of Kansas. We were also authorized to raise a sum, not to 
exceed $300.00, to assist in the support of the proposed mission, and to 
co-operate with the Board of Home Missions in the undertaking. The territory 
on the South seemed to present a fruitful field for effort, and, after a confer- 
ence with the Secretary of the Home Board, it seemed advisable to send a man 
to Oklahoma City to look after our people in that growing centre of population. 

The Board of Home Missions has sent Rev. R. H. Williams on a tour of 
inspection, and he has given us a report of the outlook. It is encouraging. 
We will be expected to raise $300.00 to aid in the work. It is for this Synod to 
say whether or not it will assume that obligation. Certainly the time has 
come for an advance movement, and the field and man are ready. We are 
able to meet the demand. In reply toa letter from the committee on this sub- 
ject the following response was made in cash and subscriptions :

Report of Committee on Vacancies. 

Your Committee on Vacancies would report that there are but four vacan 
cies within the bounds of Synod, viz.: Lawrence, Leavenworth, Minneapolis, 
and Vinland. 

Steps are being taken by the congregation at Lawrence to secure a pastor. 

The Church at Leavenworth is to be supplied from the Western Theologi- 
cal Seminary, on the suggestion of the Advisory Board of Synod and by the 
approval of the Board of Home Missions. 

Vinland is being supplied by Kev. R. B. Whitehill. 

At Minneapolis a peculiar situation prevails. Rev. Scherer has resigned 
the charge, but remains temporarily on the field, and is supplying the country 
congregation (St. John’s). Some unsuccessful efforts have been made to se- 
cure a regular pastor. Yotir committee has no means of inquiring into the 
situation. There is no communication from either of the congregations, and 
since it seems proper that their wishes should be consulted, we recommend 
that the President of Synod bisit the field as soon as possible and that he make 


an eflort to secure a regular pastor for the pastorate. 
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As to Banner City, we would recommend that it be dropped from the rolls, 
and that St. James and Manchester constitute a pastorate.

Report of Committee on Literature. 

Your Committee on Literature would report as follows : 

1. We rejoice in the continually increasing output of Lutheran literature in 
the English language. It should be a matter of congratulation that the large 
publication houses of England and America, having no ecclesiastical connec 
tion, no less than those of other denominations as well as of our own name 
and faith, are making such large and important contributions to the literature 
of the Lutheran Church. Accordingly, we are devoutly thankful that we 
need no longer look to other communions to furnish our people with their de- 
votional and other religious reading, but can have it from Lutheran sources 
and of the Lutheran type of joyous faith; and that our ministry need no 
longer depend upon those not of the Lutheran faith to supply them with the 
theological equipment necessary to the best service. 

2. We commend the zeal and activity of those of our brethren who are 
directing their energies in the line of the production of a literature that ac. 
quaints our people with our history as a Church, develops a distinctive Lu 
theran consciousness, and justifies our existence as a separate branch of the 
kingdom of Christ upon earth. 

3. We therefore commend to our people, laity and ministry, the produc- 
tions of our own Lutheran Publication Society of Philadelphia. Especially 
do we mention the *‘ Lutheran Handbook Series,’’. now coming from the 
press, as of more than ordinary interest and value to our Lutheran people. 
Nor would we fail to mention the Augsburg Series of Sunday School Lesson 
Helps, which we are convinced, from a careful and somewhat extensive com 
parison with similar publications from other establishments, have no superiors 
and few equals. We furthermore express the hope that the day is not far dis 
tant when there will come from the Lutheran press of our country a work on 
Systematic Theology, conceived in the American spirit, but true to the history 
and genius of the Lutheran Church, and at once representative, comprehen- 
sive, and exhaustive, so that it may be serviceable for reference and become an 
authority among us. 

4. We heartily commend to the favorable consideration of the brethren the 
productions from the pens of the members of our own Synod. Rev. L. 5. 
Keyser, D. D., is author of two booklets, entitled respectively, ‘‘ The Loyal 
Helpers”’ and ‘John Westhoff, Lutheran,’’ both of which appeared a> 
serials in the Luther League Review. ‘* Outlined Catechism,’’ for families 
and catechumens, by Rev. P. Bergstresser, D. D., has been placed in the 
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hands of the committee, as well as other members of Synod. Kev. J. C. 
Jacoby, D. D., has recently published a booklet, entitled “Luther and the 
Reformation ;’’ also, a tract om ‘‘ What God's Word Says About Giving,” 
which can be obtained from The Lutheran Publication Society, No. 1424 Arch 
Street, Philadelphia, Pa., by paying the postage. Al! these will be found 
helpful to the pastor in his work among his people, and we trust will have a 
large circulation among us.

Memorial on the Death of Rev. P. S. Nellis. 


Rev. Peter S. Nellis, of Hutchinson, Kan., closed his eyes on sleep Octo 
ber 14th, 1901. He had reached the ripe age of 79 years, 10 months, and 18 
days. Brother Nellis was the aldest member in the Kansas Synod. For fifty 
five years he was a minister of the Gospel, although for many years he has 
not been actively engaged in preaching. He was a graduate of a college in 
New York, studied at Princeton Theological Seminary, and was ordained a 
Lutheran minister in 1846. He has held pastorates in Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Illinois, lowa, and Missouri. 

The closing years of his life were given to the study of the New Testament 
in the original language, a work which gave him much joy and enlightenment 
and enriched his life with many blessings. Last winter he gave out the text 
for his funeral: Phil. i. 21—** For to me to live is Christ, and to die is gain.”’ 
He exemplified this truth in his life. He lived for Christ. His great desire 
was to glorify God and to be accepted of Him. He was conscientious to a fault. 
If he made mistakes, they were of the judgment and not of the heart. _ His life 
was characterized by /ait/ in,God. His trust was complete. His path was 
ever upward, and every advapce led nearer to God. He remembered his 
Creator in the days of his youth, and tc him the evil days never came when he 
could say, ** 1 have no pleasure in them."’ He loved God’s word and Gad's 
house. One was his daily companion, the other his Sabbath delight. He 
never missed a service while his health permitted him to attend. He delighted 
in God’s law, and was glad when they said unto him, ** Let us go into the 
house of the Lord.’” He lived in humble obedience to God's will, and during 
his sickness, which continued throughout the past summer, he often said if it 
was God’s will for him to go, he was ready. For him to die was gain, for it 
brought him into that fuller knowledge of God and the joys of heaven, the 
growth toward which characterized him in life. He has folded his tent, the 
tabernacle of earth has been vacated, and he has gone to dwell in that house 
not made with hands, eternal and in the heavens.

Report of Delegates to General Synod. 

Your delegates are glad to report a pleasant and important Convention of the 
General Synod at Des Moines, lowa, May 29th to June 6th, 1901—one that was 
largely attended by clerical and lay representatives and visitors. No detailed 
report of the proceedings is required at our hands, as the Minutes of the meet- 
ing have been well distributed and the press reports were quite full, and for the 
most part satisfactory. However, we would briefly call attention to some of 
the most salient features of the Convention : 

1. The reports of the various agencies of the Church were highly encourag- 
ing, showing that there has been no loss of spiritual power, no decrease of 
loyalty to Christ and His Gospel, no diminution of activity within our borders,

and that the spirit of giving is growing among our people? and especially that 
there is more systematic and proportionate benevolence in our churches than 
ever before. 

2. At the organization of the meeting and during the early sessions there 
was manifest not a little uneasiness over the controversy relative to the admin- 
istration of the Board of Foreign Missions, but at length the matter was 
brought properly before the body, a thorough investigation was entered into, 
and the following unanimous decisions were reached : 

a. That in the case of Rev. N. E. Yeiser the Board acted wisely and in 
good faith in every particular, and that no reflection upon the action or char 
acter of Mr. Yeiser as a missionary was thereby intended. 

+. That the Board acted in good faith and with wisdom in appointing Rev. 
L.. B. Wolf as Associate Secretary. In this way misunderstandings that had 
agitated the Church for many months were amicably adjusted, for which a 
doxology ought to be sung in all our charches. 

3. It was a matter of some regret that the entire apportionment for educa- 
tion had not been raised, and yet there was no occasion for discouragement, @> 
the reports of all our literary and theological institutions show marks of grati- 
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fying progress. A resolution was introduchd to give to Carthage College one. 
third of all the receipts derived from the apportionment for the Board of Educa- 
tien, whereas, heretofore, that institution has received only one-fifth. Seeing 
that this arrangement would probably mean a decrease of receipts to the West. 
ern Theological Seminary and Midland College, some of your representatives 
strongly opposed the resolution, pleading that some other arrangement should 
be made whereby Carthage College could be relieved from her dire need and 
distress without the risk of crippling the other beneficiaries of the Board, 
especially those at Atchison, but the resolution was passed by the Synod, and, 
like loyal members of the Conan Synod, we gracefully acquiesced in the will 
of the majority, hoping that the Chugeh will so liberally support the Hoard 
that all the schools on its funds may attain a degree of prosperity heretofore 
unknown. Especially would we desire to have it known that there exists no 
spirit of unfriendly competition between our imstitutions at Atchison and Carth- 
age College. Through what seems like a providential opening, our seminary 
aml college were voted the sum of $2000.00 from the General Synod’ s Treasury. 
The motion to give this sum to our Atchison schools and $1000.00 to Carthage 
from the General Synod was introduped amd advocated by a member of your 
delegation. 

4. The Apportionment Committee, instead of reporting an apportionment s 
bulk for the various Boards, proposed a per capita basis apportionment. ‘The 
apportionment for this biennium was fixed at $1.02 per annum per capita, 
which is five cents less than in the previous biennium. We hope the Kansas 
Synod will discharge every cent of this apportionment by the next meeting of the 
General Synod. The amounts apportioned for the various objects per annum 
are already adopted and presentee by our Apportionment Committee. 

5. It will be remembered that our Synod authorized its delegates to memo 
rialize the General Synod to take steps looking to the establishment of an 
official Church paper. The General Syned decided that no dehnite action 
could, at this time, be taken in regard to the matter, but that a committee be 
appointed to keep it under advisement, and that the General Synod wait for 
the opening of a way by which successful arrangements can be made for the 
publication of such a paper as is contemplated by the Kansas Synod’s me- 
moral, 

6. The members of the convention were delighted with all the addresses 
from fraternal delegates, both those of other denommations and those of eur 
own household of faith. ‘They were especially pleased with the greetings of 
Rev. Theodore E. Schmauk, D. D., who spoke for the General Council of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church in North America, and whose epigrams, 
wit, Christian and fraternal spirit, and boundless enthusiasm almost took the 
convention by storm. Another highlyappreciated address was that of Mrs. 
A. V. Hamma, who presented the greetings and good-will of the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the General Synod. 

7. A lengthy and solemn dischssion of the situation in our Africa Mission 
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was held in several of the sessions, one of them prolonged far into the night. 
The impression prevailed that the status of affairs there is exceeding!y grave, 
so serious, indeed, that the Foreign Board was authorized, if Providence 
should so indicate, to take steps looking to the conclusion of our work in 
Muhlenberg Mission. 

8. The subject of Home Missions received most enthusiastic attention from 
this body. Indeed, this might almost be called a Home Mission Convention, 
in a pre-eminent sense. The Twentieth Anniversary of the Western Super- 
vision of Home Mission Work was celebrated in a reception to Dr. and Mrs, 
Barnitz and a special evening service of a peculiarly impressive nature. This 
anniversary was one of special interest to Kansas Synod, which belongs to 
the territory so greatly helped by the Western Supervision. 

9. Your delegates would call attention to the following doctrinal resolu- 
tion passed by this General Synod, without an opposing voice or vote, show- 
ing that a condition of confessional peace and unanimity obtains throughout 
the General Synod. 

Resolved, That, in these days of doctrinal unrest, in many quarters, we 
rejoice to find ourselves unshaken in our spiritual and historic faith, and, 
therefore, we reafirm our unreserved allegiance to the present basis of the 
General Synod, and we hold that to make any distinction between funda- 
mental and so-called non-fundamental doctrines in the Augsburg Confession 
is contrary to that basis as set forth in our Formula of Confessional Subscription. 

Much other important business was transacted, but, behold, is it not all 
written in that excellent chronicle, the Minutes of the General Synod. We 
would offer the following suggestions : 

1. That all our ministers, and also our laymen as far as possible, read the 
Minutes of the General Synod with thorough care, so that they may be in- 
formed as to all the important work, decisions, and resolutions of this our 
highest ecclesiastical judicatory. 

2. That all of us, as members of the Kansas Synod and through it of the 
General Synod, prove ourselves loyal to the decisions of the General Synod, 
give respect to her requests and resolutions, and do nothing to mar her in. 
fluence or belittle her power as an ecclesiastical and spiritual body. 

3. Above all, we would earnestly recommend that al! our pastors and con- 
gregations offer fervent prayer for the General Synod shortly before each 
biennium, that that body may be guided by the Word and Spirit of God, and 
may ever exhibit the temper of our Lord Jesus Christ and the wisdom that 
devises the best and most liberal things for the advancement of His kingdom.

assistance ; to the daily papers of the city for the generous space given our 
transactions in their columns. We recommend that our President give public 
expression to our sentiments of gratitude at the close of the service on Sunday 
evening. 

2. This Synod has heard with deep and sincere sorrow of the affliction of 
Dr. and Mrs. S. B. Barnitz, of Des Moines, Lowa, in the death of their son, 
David Parke, and we hereby tender them our loving sympathy, and pray that 
God may comfort and sustain them. | 

'3- We would also tender sympathy and condolence to the following in their 
various afflictions: To the family of our lately deceased brother, Rev. P. 5. 
Nellis; to Rev. J. C. Jacoby, D. D., of Sedalia, Mo., on the death of his 
wife a few months ago; to Rev. B. F. Pugh, Ottawa, Kan., on the serious 
illness of his wife, preventing his attendance at this Convention of the Kansas 
Synod, to which he has been so loyal ; to Rev. Jonas Freet, a member of this 
Synod, whose serious condition has made it necessary for him to enter the 
sanitarium at Abilene, Kan. 

4. This Synod desires to express itself unequivocally on the subject of tem. 
perance. We believe in total abstinence from all intoxicating drinks as a bev. 
erage ; the strict enforcement of the temperance laws of our State ; the proper 
instruction of the children and young in true temperance principles and habits 
in our homes, Sunday schools, churches, and public schools. We call atten. 
tion to the fact that the saloon is outlawed in the State of Kansas, and we 
deprecate the fact that so many of our officers are negligent in the enforcement 
of temperance legislation, and urge them to be faithful in the discharge of 
their official duties. 

§. Our attention has been called to the Convention of the Luther League 
of Kansas, to be held in Kansas City, Mo. , October 29th to 31st, 1901, and to the 
excellent souvenir programme prepared by the Executive Committee, calling into 
requisition some of the best Lutheran talent in our State and Synod. We 


- fecommend that as many pastors and people as possible attend this and subse- 
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quent conventions ; that our pastors lend the Luther League of Kansas and 
the Luther League of America their hearty support ; that our pastors and 
congregations recognize the importance of assisting: and encouraging our 
young people, in whose hands the Charch of the future will be. 

6. We would reaffirm our confidence in our Church Boards and pledge 
them our loyal support. 

7. We offer our congratulations to Kev. and Mrs. L. C. Groseciose, of 
Eureka, Kan., on their golden wedding anniversary, recently celebrated. 

8. **The powers that be are ordained of God."’ It is with « feeling of 
indignation and regret that we, as a Christian people, must face the fact of the 
assassination of our beloved President, William McKinley. Therefore, as a 
memorial to the kindly disposition and the Christian heart of the one who so 
lately has been removed from us as the esteemed President of the United States 
and a brother in Christ’s kingdom on earth, we present the following resolu 
tions that they may incite us to a higher Christian citizenship : 

t. Resolved, That we deplore and condemn any and all attempts, cither by 
individuals or societies, to subvert our government by outward act or secret 
teaching, and recommend that such measres as are in keeping with justice be 
used for their suppression. 

2. We further deplore the attitude assumed by the partisan press, especially 
during political campaigns, ir engendering a bitterness of feeling against the 
various candidates, some of whom must of necessity become our executives, 
and thereby bringing odium upon these officers, which tends toward anarchy. 

3. While we firmly believe that the Church and State are distinct and 
separate institutions, yet in compliance with the fact that we are a Christian 
nation, and also with the tirst declaration made at the head of these resolu- 
tions, we recommend that our State Legislature put no obstacle in the way of 
the daily reading of portions of Scripture in our public schools.

President’s Address. 


Dear Sisters and Friends of Kansas Synod: This Convention marks the 
Twenty-first Annual Meeting of the Woman's Home and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the Kansas Synod, and, although this is a year of trial and 
to many of the people of the Wes: a year of special hardship, we come up to 
this Convention with real gratitude. We are glad that the hearts of our peo- 
ple have not been turned against God, but that they have been loyal to Him 
and His cause. While we have been obliged to make some self-denials, the 
cause of Christianity has not, to any marked degree, suffered in a financial 
way. 

Our contributions in some respects have not quite come up to those of some 
former years, but we have given not only as we have been prospered, but in 
some cases have more than fulfilled that injunction. 

Our obligation to the Riverside, Cal., church has all been met. Our con- 
tribution to the general fund comes within a few dollars of being as much as 
last year, and our thank-offering is only $2.40 less than that of last year. 
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While we are always sorry to have to admit a decrease in our gifts, yet for a 
year like this the small decrease is not so very discouraging. 

No doubt one of the greatest trials to many of us who want to have a part 
in “* teaching all nations’’ is the fact that we can do so little.” While multi- 
tudes in India might at this opportune time be taught the truths of salvation, 
if there were only sufficient money to send missionaries, tye large majority of 
the women of our churches are indifferent on the subject, and are missing one 
of the choicest blessings that can come to a Christian—that of being a co- 
laborer with our first and greatest Missionary. 

‘*There are heathen enough at home to be converted,” is the excuse of 
many. How true! But Christ did not enjoin on His first disciples to remain 
in Jerusalem until al! the people there had accepted His truth, but commanded 
them to preach the Gospel there first, then in all Judea and in Samaria, and 
then to carry it to the uttermost parts of the earth. It is our duty to give all 
an opportunity to hear the Gospel. Whether they accept it or not is a matter 
to be left to One who is wiser chan we. 

We must not despair. Our hope is largely in the children. I have more 
confidence in one man who has been born and bred with temperance princi- 
ples, and has been taught them all through his youth and whose lips have 
never touched the poisonous cup, than in forty reformed drunkards. I believe 
in reform work, but I believe much more in right teaching in childhood. And 
teaching the children the Gospel of the world’s evangelization I consider one 
of the special missions of the Woman's Missionary Society. ** Train up a 
child in the way he should go, and when he is old he will not depart from it.’"’ 

Let us teach the children that they owe a duty to those less favored than 
themselves, and when they grow older they will be ready to help their neigh- 
bors, whether they are in dark India or darker Africa, or in our own fair and 
happy land. Early impressions are the most lasting. Longfellow said that 
the *‘thoughts of youth are long, long thoughts."’ In youth the child's 
thoughts are projected into the future, but it is surprising how early in life 
one’s thoughts become reminiscent, and how the early teaching will assert 
itself, and how early impressions will influence the after-life. Let us see to it 
that the children are not neglected. 

We are glad to know that in some of our churches the plan of using the 
Missionary Lesson in the Young People’s Societies has been adopted. Too 
little is known about our work by the young people. The information they 
get along the line of missions is far too general. 

All Protestant churches are Christian, and all sincere missionary work is 
approved of God, but this is a day of specialties. Let us not forget that Luth- 
eranism is our specialty, and that as a Lutheran Church we have a work to do ; 
and that, if we are going to do that work, we must know about it ; must be 
acquainted with its needs. Other denominations will provide literature for 
their young people. Let us give our young people an opportunity to study the 
literature of the church to which they belong, and not feed them so much on 
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provender that is promiscuous, to say the very least about it. Someone wilt 
reply that such a course will make our young people narrow. No! But 
instead, it will make them very broad ; it will open before them a very large 
field for investigation ; it wil] put into their hands literature of the most valu 

ble kind. 


THE COMING YEAR. 


No special appeal was sent out during the last quarter for the church at Jer- 
sey City Heights. The appeal appeared in the /ourna/, and we felt that the 
Auxiliaries that were ready to respond to the call would do so. We felt, too, 
that it would be best to bend our efforts in the direction of making up the 
unfinished work of the year, and leave the appeal for the enterprise at Jersey 
City Heights to be sent out by our successor. The amount asked for that 
place is $2000.00, and we should give not less than ten cents per member 
to it. 

The first object requiring our attention after the Convention will be the 
annual thank-offering in November. This offering should be very much larger 
than it has been in former years. When we remember that we give that as an 
expression of our gratitude to God for His blessings to us, seen, some of them ; 
unseen, many more—then to come with only twenty-five cents, and say, 
** Lord, you have been very good to me; here, take this in return for your 
many mercies.’’ It is only one-sixth of the price of a pair of gloves! Or, 
perhaps, we come with fifty cents. We may think of our comfortable homes, 
or our many friends, whose worth we are scarcely able to realize unti] we are 
forced to part from them ; or we may remember our children, hale and happy, 
or of our church home, and our many, many other God-given blessings—and 
s0 we give a whole half-dollar as the measure of our gratitude! Let us not 
treat our loving, heavenly Father worse than we would treat an earthly friend. 

If you or I were going on a journey, or were intending to do shopping, we 
would think about it beforehand, and would make plans for our journey, and 
go prepared to pay for our purchases. Let us plan for the thank-offering. 
Lay by something beforehand, and not wait until it is time for the meeting, 


_and then suddenly discover that there is not even a dollar in the house. Re- 


member that the thank-offering goes into the general fund, and it is from that 
fund that the salaries of our missionaries are paid, and when that fund does 
not hold out, as is sometimes the case, it is, indeed, a perplexing state of affairs 
for our General Executive Committee and for the General Treasurer. 

It has been said that the women who compose our missionary societies are 
loyal to the Church ; that they pay their apportionment, and, as far as possi- 
ble, meet their obligations in the churches to which they belong. This is as 
it should be. We have found that, as a rule, they are in their places in the 
Sunday school and other church work. 

Those of us who are interested in genera! missionary work should be loyal 
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to the local church. We should also be loyal to the Woman’s Missionary So 
ciety. If you can give $25.00 for the education of a native, give it to educate 
a girl, for there is work for women in India that no one else can do. When 
money is raised in the name of the Missionary Society, it should be given to that 
cause, and not be used in the local church. It is best to keep the two funds 
entirely separate. Neither should we use money raised by the Missionary 
Society to pay to the appeals outside of our work, but should give our entire sup 
port to the objects decided upon by our General Executive Committee. That 
is our work, and we are responsible for its support. 

In closing, | wish to recomnend a thorough reading of the Minutes of the 
General Convention held in Washington. In that report you will find reviews 
of all our work, and mention is also made of a number of new points that are 
waiting to receive aid just as soon as the Society is in a condition to respond to 


their appeals. 
And let us not forget that ‘* there is that scattereth, and yet increaseth, and 
there is that withholdeth more than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.’’ 


A roll of Societies was called, and all Societies reported by 
delegates or letter, except Denver, Eurcka, Kansas City (Me. 
morial), and Ottawa. A letter from Leavenworth was also read. 


The Young People’s Societies and Children’s Bands also 
reported. All Bands reported except Emporia and Lawrence. 

The meeting was closed with prayer by Mrs. Peters, and a 
social-half-hour was spent. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 


The devotional service was led by Mrs. Benfield, of Salina. 
The 23d Psalm and Lord's Prayer were repeated, and the 89th 
Psalm was read responsively. 

Roll was called. All delegates and eight visitors were 
present.

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EXTRACTS FROM MES. BOND'S PAPER. 


The Woman’s Missionary Society of the General Synod has made wonder 
ful progress in the past, and has a glorious future before it, if only our women 
are wise enough to improve their opportunity. Much has been accomplished, 
but in comparison with what remains to be done, it is as the faint glimmer of 
a candle to the glorious light of the sun. . . . .. Todo our part im this 
great work, and to show ourselves obedient to the Saviour’s last command - 
** Ge, teach,”’ we must never be content with what has been achiewed, nor 
with present attainments. . . . . [Twenty years ago, when the General 
Society was organized, the women who entered upon the work and composed 
its membership were for the most part young and enthusiastic. They have 
faithfully labored all these years, and are not yet weary ; but now gray hairs 
mingle with the black and gold, and the young mother has become grandmother, 
and is realizing that younger hands and shoulders must be bearing the burden 
of the work. Where shall we get recruits? . . . . The answer can 
only be, our young people, our children. . . . . There is a remedy that 
can be applied to every Society, which will impart new life without fail. ‘This 
is prayer—prayer from earnest hearts—and Bible study. 


As Dr. Harpster now entered, all business was suspended to 
hear him. He talked to the ladies on the Zenana work in 
India. He commended the ladies very highly for their prompt 
financial support, and said that the lady missionaries are doing 
a grand work... The results of their work will never be known. 
The hospital work was especially commended. 

A paper written by Miss Josephine Maedel, of Kansas City, 
Mo., on ‘‘ Our Encouragements, Our Discouragements, and 
Our Needs,'’ was read by Mrs. Ott. 


EXTRACTS FROM MISS MAERDEL S PAPER. 


All that Christianity gave, and is giving to us, is an encouragement to the 
missionary, and prompts her to more zealous eflorts, that her <isters and 
brothers, both at home and abroad, may enjoy the same life. ' 
We have literature ; we have reunions ; we have intercourse with our workers, 
from both foreign and home fields, and we know what they are doing ; and 
surely, if the right chord were touched, within the heart of each persoy who has 
taken upon themselves the vow of Church membership and was kept vibrat. 


ing, we would all become earnest workers. . . . . We cannot enjoy 
that of which we know nothing. . . . . Our need is to ‘he up and 
doing.” . . . . Think of the Hindu during the past few years of 


famine. How grateful they are for the Christian impulse which aided during 
this fearful period. They are God's people, hungering and thirsting for a

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broader, purer life. Do we not need more zeal, more enthusiasm, to awaken 
other hearts? We are sure the money and the workers will be forthcoming 
if the hearts are right, for it is God's work. 


Miss Maedel’s paper was next discussed. 

Dr. Harpster said; ‘‘ There are always ae COTE as 
long as we are alive. In many Societies there is much to en- 
courage. There is much good being done. There may be 
discouragements, but, on the whole, the work is encouraging. 
We have God on our side, and ‘ God and one are a majority. '"’ 

Mrs. Ott said: ‘‘ ‘ Our prospects are as bright as the promises 
of God.’ As, in this year of drought, we have so nearly come 
up to former years, we have no room for discouragement. ’’ 

Other thoughts: ‘« Encourage the observance of Home Mis- 
sion and Foreign Mission Days, and the children will be edu- 

‘cated to missions."” ‘‘ Have a special day, with a missionary 
sermon in the morning, and let the ladies have charge of the 
evening service.. The collection to be used for missions.’’ 


First Vice-President’s Report, Northeast Conference. 


Although no new organizations can be reported for the past year, yet it is 
gratifying to report a continuance of faithful effort on the part of existing 
Auxiliaries. In at least two congregations not having missionary organiza- 
tions, the hope of early enlistment seems justifiable.

Anniversary Service. 

The opening service was conducted by Rev. Jesse W. Ball, of 
Kansas City, Mo., who read the Scripture lesson, Acts xiv. 
8-28. 

Rev. Dr. Jacoby led in prayer. 

Miss Stotler sang a beautiful solo. 

In a few pleasing words Mrs. Keyser introduced Rev. J. H. 
Harpster, D. D., of Guntur, India." He reported the work of 
the mission as progressing in every department, and the year of 
nineteen hundred as the most hopeful in the history of the mis- 
sion. The greatest power is in native workers, and the pure 
character of the native workers is responsible for a great measure 
of the success of the work. Speaking of the famine, he said: 
‘*The response to the appeal for help from America was mag- 
nificent. In my own yard forty-five thousand starving were 
fed, and one hundred thousand were cared for by the whole mis- 


sion. I believe this famine has done more for the salvation of 


souls than twenty-five years of preaching. ‘The true character 
of the Chistian faith was revealed by the famine. By the grace 
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of God that famine is going to be the greatest factor in the 
conversion of India.’’ 

A beautiful solo was sung by Professor Johnson, of Well- 
ington. 

Greetings were called for from the secretaries and pastors by 
the President. 

Dr. Yarger gave a short talk. He said: ‘It would cripple 
the work to take the Missionary Society from the church."’ 

Mr. Bergstresser said: ‘‘ We could not possibly get along 
without the Missionary Society.’’ 

Dr. Keyser said that the best workers in every department of 
church work are the missionary ladies. 

Mr. Ott said: ‘‘ If your church is in debt, you should by all 
means have a missionary society.’’ 

Mr. Heisey said that the Missionary Society of Waterville has 
given one missionary to India, and the missionary mothers had 
given three ministers to the Kansas Synod. 

Mr. Stauffer said that, with the co-operation of the ladies, he 
would promise that Wellington will report a missionary society 
in 1902. 

All pastors testify to the helpfulness of the Missionary Society. 

An offering was taken which amounted to $10.03. 

Mrs. Ott read extracts of the Report of the Box-work Commit. 
tee, and explained that the box was to be sent to Rev. M. P. 
Jensen, of Barada, Neb. 

The roll of Societies was talled and each delegate brought for- 
ward the gifts for the box from her Society. 

Dr. Dysinger pronounced the benediction.

EXTRACTS FROM MRS. OTT’S PAPER. 


It is granted that successful and permanent interest in the cause of missions 


should begin with the young. Here is our recruiting ground, and in pro 
portion as we care for it and work it will the missionary ranks in later years be 


filled up. 
The point I plead is greater interest in the young, and this is truly Biblical. 


It is inspiring to note the influence on the Christian world of the Bible young. 
Of Daniel, Samuel, Stephen, Saul, Timothy, and the little servant girl of 
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Naaman's wife. . . . . We will now turn from them to the annals of 
modern missions, and will note what great inspiration has been given to the 
cause by young menand youngwomen. . . . . The Students’ Volunteer 
movement which swept over our land with such a wonderful wave of enthu. 
siasm a few years ago speaks volumes as to the great advantage to the cause 

of missions, when the young are interested. . . . It may surprise you 
to know it, but the fact is interesting, that one- hind of the number of students 
whose names are upon the roll of the Students’ Volunteer movement are young 


women. . « « Our young people are in our Sunday schools and our 
Endeavor Societies, Luther Leagues, and Mission Bands. Are these organi- 
zations doing as much for missions as theycan? . . . . In most of our 
schools the cause is periodically presented on special days. . .. We 


feel that our Auxiliary Societies should see to it that these seasons are cbasaced: 
by so doing much good and effective work can be done. 


The paper was generally discussed, and the plan of organizing 
Children’s Bands, at the close of the winter classes in Catechism, 
was suggested.
